Please make an effort to 
rise and shine and come to Kersting Ct. and Baldwin, 
the start/finish point of the race. Spur these hardy run¬ 
ners on when the starting gun goes off at 7:30 a.m. and 
be there about an hour later to cheer as they cross the 
finish line. This is a fun, exciting and “not to miss ’ Si¬ 
erra Madre main event. If s quite a sight to see the 250 
runners take off up Baldwin and then the excitement of 
seeing them run down Baldwin to cross the finish line. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Joe Surgent will do the 
honors of shooting the starting gun at 7:30 a.m. Sierra 
Madre Police Sgt. Chris Christensen has been asked to 
present awards to the winners. Trophies are given to the 
top male and female winners and prizes to the third place 
in each category. Judy Webb-Martin and Miner 
Harkness have donated the trophies. Top male finisher 
in 1994 was Mike Gottardi with a time of 58.56, his fifth 
Trail Race win. Shining first for women last year was 
Janet Noren, clocking 1:16.44. 

Once again, the Amateur Radio Public Service Corps 
will set up in Kersting Ct. and with people up on the trail.

Thirty-Six New Flags . 
Ready for SM Streets

Thirty-six new flags have been purchased for post¬ 
ing around Sierra Madre, according to Jack Wolfe, head 
of the local Veterans of Foreign Wars post. Mayor 
George Maurer and volunteer James Tyler gathered 
poles Tuesday and put the flags on them. The 36 flags 
will be hung by city workers Friday morning, just in time 
for Memorial Day, and are scheduled to stay up until 
after the July 4 holiday. 

A big fundraiser was held last summer at which the 
Marine Band played, for the purpose of raising funds for 
the Kersting Ct. flag. These 36 flags were purchased by 
the Street Flag Fund but will eventually be paid for by 
the city flag fund, according to Wolfe. The cost was 
approximately $650. Maurer also expressed gratitude 
that local organizations contributed money to this cause. 
Street flags were last purchased about five years ago. 
Residents wishing to contribute funds to the struggling 
Street Flag Fund should contact Wolfe at the VFW. 

Joy-Louise Harte Smith, centrally involved in the 
Kersting Ct. fundraiser, applauded the purchase of the 
new street flags. The flags are approximately three-by- 
five feet in size, and were purchased from a company in 
Costa Mesa, which Wolfe said offered a better price than 
several other companies contacted by the VFW. By 
contrast, the Kersting Court flag’s dimensions are ap¬ 
proximately lO-by-15 feet. 

Once the imminent stretch of patriotic holidays (Me¬ 
morial Day, Flag Day, Fourth of July) has passed, the 
flags will be laundered and carefully stored in the boxes 
in which they were individually shipped, according to 
Fourth of July Committee chairman Doug Hayes.

Starting at 6 a.m.. Sierra Madre Civic Club members 
will be there to give race packets to the preregistered 
runners. Club members then move over to be near the 
finish line to record stats as runners return. Nancy Davis 
will be selling race logo T-shirts, mugs and keychains. 

Sierra Madre Womans’s Club members will also be 
there beginning at 6 a.m., to take care of any valuables 
for the runners and later to serve them fresh oranges. Re¬ 
placing potassium after the grueling run is important. 
Hansen Juices and Calistoga Water are also given. 

The water detail is well handled by Larry Twedell. He 
provides filtered water for race participants to fill their 
pouches and supplies the water up on the trail. Cub 
Scouts and Boy Scouts hike up the trail the night before 
to be ready to dispense water to runners as they race by. 

Search and Rescue Team members, for safety, will 
be stationed at various points along the trail and the EMT 
unit is parked at Baldwin in case of emergency. Renee 
Weaver and a group of volunteer therapists are available 
in the Kersting Ct. patio before and after the race for any 
runners needing massage for their muscle aches and 
pains. 

At the race awards time, an important award will be 
made this year to the winner of the race logo contest. 
Starting next year for the thirtieth anniversary of the race, 
the new logo will be put into use. 

The race ends on Saturday at 10 a.m. 
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A map of the Trail Race course, starting in downtown 
Sierra Madre and turning back at Orchard Camp, 
halfway up the Mt. Wilson Trail.

The Sierra Madre City Council met Tuesday night, 
and one of the first orders of business was for them to 
recognize the Civic Club. A plaque was presented, which 
will be installed in the rotunda at City Hall. The Civic 
Club maintains the lovely flowers in the rotunda, and the 
plaque will soon be on display, publicly testifying to the 
club’s efforts. 

After a very brief public hearing, a new water ordi¬ 
nance was read by title only. The ordinance will have 
four main points, the most notable of which is that the 
city’s water department will no longer bill the city for | 
water consumption. Though this doesn’t change the net 
finances of the city, it will keep roughly $15,(X)0 in the 
city’s general fund. 

Fire Inspector Richard Snyder gave his annual report 
of the Weed Abatement project. Snyder said that since 
this year’s program started on April 13, over 100 resi¬ 
dences were notified, and 30 days were given for them 
to comply with the program. All but 12 complied. Those 
12 were then further notified, and told that for aesthetic 
and safety reasons, their excessive weeds were consid¬ 
ered a “public nuisance.” Six of the 12 complied at that 
point, and the council unanimously approved Snyder’s 
rucqpimendation that the remaining six be treated as a 
public nuisance, which nTeans that the city will have the 
weeds pulled. The city will also have invoices prepared 
for the six property owners, and those invoices will have 
a 20 percent administrative cost tacked on. Said City Ad¬ 
ministrator Sean Joyce, “What we would have liked, cer¬ 
tainly, was for all the homeowners to have simply com¬ 
plied. With the 20 percent tacked on, it’s going to be an 
expensive way to have your weeds pulled.” 

The council has also decided not to recommission the 
Beautification Committee. The committee has done tre¬ 
mendous work for the city, but as a mayor’s committee 
is subject to constrictive regulations pursuant to the 
Brown Act. As the committee is autonomous, it was 
decided that it could better act without such restrictions, 
and is encouraged by the council to remain as a free¬ 
standing committee. Money in the city’s accounts that 
was provided by the Beautification Committee will be 
repaid to the committee, and all of the members of the 
council praised the efforts of the committee and its Chair, 
Lorayne Russman. 

During a break before Community Communications, 
City Administrator Sean Joyce notified the public that 
a draft of a proposed budget will be published within a 
week. At 8 a.m. on June 5, the Draft Budget will be dis¬ 
cussed, and all residents of Sierra Madre are encouraged 
to attend that discussion.

Foolproof Veggie Gardening 

It’s not too late to plant seeds that will provide this 
summer’s organic vegetables for your family table. Also, 
there is no better way for children to become “rooted” 
to the soil than to grow their own food. 

At this point in time, the weather is (usually) too warm 
for lettuce, cabbage, broccoli and peas. Stick with seeds 
that will produce for sure: green beans (bush or pole 
type) and squashes of all kinds. Radishes are the fastest 
to come up and mature. Carrots will work in loam soil, 
but they take months to grow, so you’ll need patience. 
Com is fun and very showy in the garden, but be sure to 
plant several short rows together so the plants can pol¬ 
linate each other by the wind. This is also a fine time to 
plant pumpkins, cucumbers and canteloupe. You’ll need 
lots of room for those. 

Be sure your garden enjoys a sunny spot in the yard. 
It isn’t necessary to rototill the soil unless it is exces¬ 
sively rocky or hard. Ju.st loosen the soil slightly, make 
sure the weeds have been removed, and plant seeds as 
directed on the package. Keep the soil moist at first. 
When the baby plants begin to sprout, you may want to 
protect them from cut worms and other leaf-eaters for a 
couple of weeks until they can get a good start. There 
are many ways to do this, but an easy one is to cut a toilet 
paper roll in thirds to make three “collars.” Each collar, 
when put around a tiny plant and pushed a half-inch into 
the soil, will discourage garden creatures from crawling 
onto your young green shoots. Just water the garden 
whenever the soil starts to dry out. You can weed occa¬ 
sionally. but for the most part there’s nothing more to 
do but watch and enjoy. Soon it will be time for the har-

Across the Mississippi River from my hometown was 
Blackhawk Island, and the upper end of the island was 
said to be haunted by the ghost of a woman who had been 
murdered there years before. Some village nitwit, in an 
attempt at feeble humor, had dubbed the tip of the island 
“Spook’s Point,” and the name stuck. Most of the towns¬ 
people were nonbelievers, some were doubtful, but a few 
said they had “seen something.” There was good fish¬ 
ing in the river nearby, and those who owned an early 
version of the modem houseboat often went there for a 
day’s outing. They never stayed overnight—with one 
startling exception. 

George Buford, one of the village barbers, was a 
rough, tough character who was considered fearless. One 
of his customers once bet Buford that he would be afraid 
to spend a night alone at Spook’s Point. Buford took the 
bet and on the following Sunday morning went to the 
point in his houseboat He returned Monday morning and 
was almost immediately asked, “How’d you make outT’ 
Buford flew into a violent rage at his friend and told him 
never to mention the island again. It caused a great deal 


of head-shaking, but the secret was never told. It died 
when the owner died. Of course, it is possible that some¬ 
one tricked him, but if they did it was a dangerous prank. 
Buford never went anywhere without his trusty Win¬ 
chester shotgun, and it was always loaded. 

I once made a special trip to see Spook’s Point, but it 
was in broad daylight and I was with an older brother. 
On a smoky-gold day in late October, probably near my 
sixteenth birthday, we walked across the railroad bridge 
to the solid ground of the embankment on the island. We 
slid down the bank and started to make our way north 
through the trees. A third of a mile later we reached open 
space—the tip of the island. It was a scene of utter de¬ 
struction and desolation: countless trees uprooted, bro¬ 
ken, and lying in grotesque positions. All this had been 
caused by ice. When the mighty Mississippi breaks up 
in the spring, millions of tons of ice chum and swirl, 
propelled by the rising flood waters. Each year the tip 
of the island was covered with a heavy layer of ice cakes, 
destroying everything in their path. It was a scene wor¬ 
thy of a ghost. Although it was a clear, dry day, there 
was a pervading odor in the air: the rotten logs, the de¬ 
cayed vegetation, the viscous river mud filled with dead 
clams and washed by the dirty foam of the river. 

My brother, a bom cynic, took one look. “Well, we’ve 
seen the d—d place, so let’s go home.” We left, and I 
was glad to once more see the railroad grade, see the 
bright sun and savor the autumn air. I had seen Spook’s 
Point, and once was enough.

Question: What’s the difference between buying a 
home an purchasing an automobile? 

Answer: The house doesn’t have tires to kick. 

There are, of course, other more sensi ble 
ways of determining the condition of an 
automobile aside from tire kicking, but 
what eibout a property’ How should a pro¬ 
spective buyer evaluate a property and its 
condition? 

Other than just examining the condition 
of the yard and extenor of the home, there 
are several proven methods. First, with the 
exterior, examine the fence (If there Is 
one). If the fence Is pulled away from the 
wall/house, find out which Is pulling away from which. Is the house 
pulling away from the ferwe or vice-versa? If the fence is pulling 
away from the building. It can generally be easily repaired If the 
house Is settling or moving from the fence, however, it could result 
In considerable funds to correct. 

Inside the home, one of the best-and most thorough-is the "right- 
wair Inspection. No matter what you do when you enter the resi¬ 
dence, stay to the right and keep to the right If you continue along 
that path, you will end up inspecting every wall (If there is a sec¬ 
ond floor, repeat the technique upstairs.) 

The Inspection consists of opening and closing every door and 
window, checking all electncal sockets (plug appliances into them) 
and switches, looking at the ceiling for water stains, and checking 
the wallpaper or wall covering for crinkling or gathering Obviously, 
plugs and sockets should work and doors and windows should 
open easily and fit properly. 

The walls can ten you something else. Few are totally flat or 
square. In fact, most wall surfaces are irregular, and the support¬ 
ing timbers (4x4s and 2x4s) almost always cause a bulge because 
of the curing process, and they can waqj slightly; that is normal. 
However, if the wallpaper is wnnkled or gathered, it may mean there 
is stress somewhere and something has either settled or is mov¬ 
ing. 

As you can see, while a home may not have tires to kick, there 
are a few simple procedures a homebuyer can do to ensure that 
the property they are about to purchase is more that just an old 
retread. _

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a six year old male dog wilh an enlarged pros- 
t. ate gland. What arc the di ffercni cau.scs lor an enlarged 
prosi ale gland ? 

An enlarged prosi^iie gland can lead to constipation 
by putting pressure on the colon. It can also cause a 
partial urinary obstruction since the gland encircles the 
urethra. There are several different causes for an en¬ 
larged prosi ale. One comnion cause is benign prostalic 
hyperplasia that occurs in intact male dogs. This is a hor¬ 
mone-induced enlargemoni ol the gland. Another cause 
is cystic hyperplasia which causes lluid-lilled cavities 
within the pros! ale gland. A third cause is an abscess 
or infection of the prosi.ale gland. A lourih cause is 
neoplasia. One or inure ol these can occur together. To 
differentiate the cause, a series of diagnostic tests may 
be pcrioriiied. An \-ray can be used to delniilively di¬ 
agnose an enlarged priist.atc gland esjiecially il it can¬ 
not be palpated. A urinalysis with culture or prostalic 
wish can help rule out infection. An ultrasound is help¬ 
ful in identifying cysts, abscesses and tumors. However, 
ultimately, a biopsy, may be needed to get a deliniiive 
diagnosis. Castration is recommended in many cases 
since il will cause the gland to atrophy. Antibiotics 
would be instituted if an infection or abscess was found.

Then, Lewis Wang 
showed us a new computer 
system for making com¬ 
posite drawings. 

The individual giving 
the description looks 
through books with several 
pages of pictures showing 
a variety of eyes, noses, 
hair lines and other fea¬ 
tures, then selects those 
most like the person being 
identified. An operator 
feeds the codes for those 
features into the computer 
and a composite is pro¬ 
duced. When we com¬ 
pared the composite to a 
photograph, the likeness 
was very close.

When we went to the 
rear lot.

Members 
of the SWAT team showed 
us a variety of weapons, 
safety gear, protection 
shields and other equip¬ 
ment.

When he learned that’s 
where the prisoner sits, he 
quickly scampered around 
to the front seat. There he 
was most impressed by the 
9 mm rifle and the 12 
gauge shotgun.
